PREFACE  TO  THE  NEW  AND  REVISED  EDITION. 

The  New  and  Revised  Edition  of  the  First  Reader  of  the  Normal  Music 
Course  is  divided  into  three  parts. 

A series  of  exercises  and  short  songs  for  actual  practice  and  study  forms 
Part  First. 

Part  Second  extends  such  exercises  in  gradual  progression  and  introduces 
two-part  music : the  songs  are  also  of  greater  length. 

Part  Third  contains  a few  rote-songs,  to  which  a pianoforte  accompani- 
ment has  been  added. 

The  exercises  of  the  first  and  second  parts  are  the  pupil’s  first  real  work 
in  sight-reading,  during  the  study  of  which  rote-songs  should  only  he  used 
for  recreation. 

The  diagram  at  the  beginning  is  a graphic  representation  of  the  major 
scale,  and  shows  the  relative  pitch  of  the  sounds,  and  upon  it  may  be  stud- 
ied all  the  difficulties  introduced  in  this  Reader. 

The  diagram,  either  copied  upon  the  blackboards  or  as  found  among 
the  charts,  should  be  practised  as  a regular  daily  study  until  any  succession 
of  tones,  whether  in  order  or  otherwise,  can  be  given  without  hesitation. 

It  is  not  deemed  good  economy  to  incumber  the  pages  of  the  book  with 
suggestions  and  directions  designed  solely  for  the  teacher,  but  a manual, 
especially  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  teachers,  accompanies  this  book, 
and,  as  it  thoroughly  exhibits  the  mode  of  procedure,  is  indispensable  to 
every  teacher.  In  the  manual  will  be  found  an  illustration  of  every  prim 
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ciple  and  a clear  explanation  of  each  step  to  be  followed  as  it  is  presented 
for  study.
